PEACOSH, BY GOSH, LEADS VENGEFUL 
MARINERS IN BID FOR FIRST SERIES VICTORY 


THE SAN DIEGO MARINERS, one of 
the teams the Roadrunners will have to top 
if they are to reach playoff status for the 
second straight year, come to town this 
afternoon looking for their first victory in 
this year’s expanded ‘‘unbalanced 
schedule’. Last year, of course, when each 
club faced all others six times, three home 
and three away, the Runners and Mariners 
split, each team winning once on enemy 
ice. This season the Western teams meet 
each other nine times’ and five games 
between today’s adversariésatre scheduled 
here. 

The teams have played twice before, 
the Runners winning the season opener 
here, 6-5, in a see-saw battle that had the 
Mariners leading at one point 4-2, and the 
following night, in San Diego, the Runners 
again came through with a victory, Del 
Hall accounting for the margin of victory 
with a pair of goals. 

In the opener, Robbie Ftorek opened 
the scoring with the first Phoenix goal of 
the year, but before the opening period was 
over, the Mariners had taken a 2-1 lead. 
Phoenix knotted the count early in the 
second stanza but San Diego struck back 
for two more quick goals to take a 4-2 lead 
into the closing moments when Jim Boyd 
narrowed the deficit. 

The third period was virtually all 
Phoenix; “Rocky” Rautakallio countered 
the tying goal on a powerplay blast from 
the left point, John Gray followed with his 
first goal of the season (including four pre- 
season games) and the Runners boosted 
the margin to 6-4 on J.C. Migneault’s 
close-in effort, one that slipped under a 
scrambling Ernie Wakely and became the 
game winning goal when Gene Peacosh 
scored on a powerplay scramble late, his 
second goal of the game. Peacosh, who 
potted 43 last year and added seven playoff 
markers in 10 games, is one of those 
under-rated players no one notices until 
looking in the ‘‘agate, and then they see his 
scoring contributions. Usually a slow 
starter, Peacosh turned the actuaries 


around this year with a sizzling burst from 
the gate, owning 16 goals at the start of 
this week.

The puck must always precede the attacking players across the defender’s blue line. This is the 
most common off-side call. A player's skates, not his stick, determine whether he is on-side or 
off-sidé. He's off-side when both his skates are over the line in question. Often a player 
Straddles a line, waiting for a pass. 


OFFSIDE (“2-LINE”) PASS 


The offensive team is restricted on its passes as it moves,up the ice. A player in his own zone 
(where the goal he’s defending is located) can pass across, the first‘blue line and up to the red 
line. If he’s in the neutral zone, he can pass over the red line buf{Motover his opponent's (or 


second) blue line. 
ICING 


“Icing the puck” is a time-killing maneuver. When a defending team is under pressure, it may — 
if it captures the puck — shoot aimlessly the length of the rink. This produces a face-off near the 
guilty team’s goal, which can be trouble. Icing occurs only when both teams have the same 
number of players in the game. 
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WHA RULE DIFFERENCES 
AND RULE CHANGES 


OVERTIME IN CASE OF TIE... Unlike the 
NHL where many ties occur during the season, 
the WHA teams engage in a “sudden-death” 10- 
minute overtime period of play if the score is 
tied after 60 minutes of regulation action. The 
first team to score in overtime is the winner 
(collecting two points in the standings, the loser 
no points). If no.goal is scored in the overtime 
period, a tie game results. (Last season the 
Roadrunners Cc hbished new WHA record by 
playing 16 overtime games, winning two, losing 
six, tying eight.) 


REDLINE PASS... If the. puck precedes the 
attacking player over the center red line, he will 
be legally on-side and eligible to pick up the 
puck anywhere past the centerline in the 
attacking end. This makes for Jong clearing 
passes and fast breakaways. 


CURVATURE OF BLADE... The NHL permits 
only a 1/2-inch curve of the blade of the hockey 
stick; in the WHA the maximum curve is 1% 
inches. 


NEW WHA RULES FOR 1975-76 

There are three new rules in the WHA this year: 

1. Rule 61-C has to do with icing the puck while 
shorthanded. Formerly the shorthanded 
team had to work the puck out of its 
defensive zone prior to shooting it the length 
of the ice, otherwise icing would be called. 
The new rule, coinciding with the NHL rule, 
allows a team playing below numerical 
strength of the opposing team to ice the 
puck with no stoppage of play. 

2. Rule 54-D has to do with the “third-man” 
rule. Formerly the third man in any alterca- 
tion received a 10-minute misconduct auto- 
matically. The new rule gives the referee the 
option of issuing no penalty, a two-minute 
minor penalty, a five-minute major penalty or 
a 10-minute misconduct. 

3. Rule 49-A has to do with Deliberate Injury of 
Players. The new rule adds that any player 
wearing tape or any other material on his 
hands who cuts or injures an opponent 
during an altercation shall receive a match 
penalty.

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MEET THE ROADRUNNERS 


DEFENSEMAN AL McLEOD

SOME TIME, say ten or a dozen years from now when his 
playing days are over, one of hockey’s general managers might 
be well advised to talk to Al McLeod about a front office job. 
Now, McLeod might not be interested, but it would certainly be 
worth a try. With the education he’s got (a B.A. in Business and 
Marketing from Michigan Tech) and is continuing to get 
(graduate courses at Arizona State), plus an appealing 
personality, a demonstrated capacity for dedicated hard work 
and a good knowledge\of the game, he’d undoubtedly be an 
asset in anybody’s|hoekey organization. And if he related to the 
front office work aS=he does to the team as a player, he’d be a 
heckuva company man. 

In an age of rampant athletic egocentrism, McLeod is sadly 
out of step with today’s trend in pronouns: to him, in matters 
relating to the Runners, it’s always™\we,” not “I’’. Extremely 
cooperative with reporters, he yet poses a problem for them. 
You ask him questions about his play and the answer nearly 
always comes out as a statement aboutyhow his play relates to 
the team or how the team in general is doing, 

McLeod and Phoenix Coach Sandy Hucul may have been 
made for each other. McLeod’s not flashy Or.colorful or 
inclined to brawl. His satisfaction in the game comes.from 
contributing to his team’s success with workmanlikepositional 
play and an exceptional ability to handle the puck and move iit 
out of his defensive zone. And that’s exactly what Hueul wants. 

As McLeod puts it, “The key word for Sandy is diseipline. 
He gets the maximum out of a group of players by insisting they 
stick to their positions and all follow his system. And it works. 
I’ve seen it happen time and time again that a disciplined team 
can defeat another club that may have superior personnel, but 
doesn’t play together. We had a great season last year because 
this team’s management did a good job of getting the players 
and then Sandy molded them all into the system.” 

The Hucul system, among other things, calls for 
defensemen to refrain from rushing the puck into the other 
team’s end, a structure McLeod has no trouble complying with. 
It isn’t that he’s not capable of approaching the other team’s 
net: he was a forward in college, in fact. But in general, McLeod 
feels, with Hucul, that a defenseman’s job is to defend. This he 
did well last year, ending up a plus-12 in goals for and against 
and being voted the Roadrunners’ Most Valuable Defenseman 
and Unsung Hero by his teammates at season’s end. His three 
goals last season were one fewer than his professional career 
high recorded at Tidewater of the AHL in 1972-73. 

McLeod actually came into his own as a professional the 
year before last. Called up by Detroit of the NHL at mid- 
season, he played regularly and well for the Red Wings the rest 
of the year and was told that he figured in their future plans, a 
continuing and perpetual rebuilding program. But while he was 
not unhappy with the Red Wings, Detroit as a place to live and 
spend his career had little appeal. So an early-summer 
conversation with Roadrunner Coach Sandy Hucul and 
President Bill MacFarland led to his signing on the new 
Phoenix entry in the WHA.

McLeod and his wife, Ruth —\whom,he met while both 
were students at Michigan Tech — aré now year-round Valley 
residents. Al passed last summer in a post-graduate marketing 
research project at ASU ... and spent a lot of\time in a local 
gymnasium in an exercise program that helped him)add some 
muscle to an already-sturdy 5-foot 11-inch frame.“‘I’m going to 
be playing heavier than I did last year,’’ says McLeod, ‘‘but I 
feel good at the new weight. I’m a lot stronger in the upper body 
than I was, and I think that'll help me.” 

Roadrunner officials agree, both as to this season and the 
future. They don’t feel McLeod will be ready for a job in their 
— or anybody’s — front office for a long time to come.

INSIDER’S HOCKEY — 
ROADRUNNER STYLE 


HOCKEY FANS DON’T MERELY watch a game. As 
everyone connected with sports realizes, hockey fans are a 
breed apart; they EXPERIENCE the game, they LIVE it. 
Through each setof eyes something different is seen. A favorite 
player can doynothing wrong; an opposing player usually can do 
nothing right unless he happens to be a Bobby Hull. 

But it also is true that a fuller appreciation of what is going 
on down there on the.ice, can be intensified in proportion to 
one’s knowledge of the collective skills required to play the 
game well. 

This isn’t to say that everyone must view and enjoy hockey 
with a unique sameness; rather,gifis directing the new hockey 
fan to certain talents that may\enhance his appreciation even 
more. 

Take the FACE-OFF for example. Race-offs start the 
swirling action as many as 50 or more times each game, and as 
Phoenix center Jim Boyd says in the cutrent Roadrunner film, 
‘“‘Face-offs are important because they give you*”posSession of 
the puck.”’ An over-simplification of course./He might have 
added, if you are quick enough, strong enough, guileéfulenough 
to control them. Boyd, it might be pointed out, is One.of the, best 
at controlling the “‘draw”, doing with it what he has in mind, 
depending on where the drop takes place. If deep in jis 
defensive zone, drawing the puck back to a teammate who can 
then claim firm possession of it; or, if the drop is further out 
towards the blueline, poking the disc over the line and out of 
danger; or in the offensive zone, drawing it back to a teammate 
for a quick shot from the point, or directing it to an open wing, 
or behind the net and quickly pursuing it to gain control. 

“For me,” says Jim, “tone of the toughest centers to win a 
face-off from is Larry Lund of Houston. He’s quick and strong 
and plenty smart. Another one that’s tough is Minnesota’s Fran 
Huck, basically because he’s so quick.” 

Center Robbie Ftorek cites two others as being among the 
best in the WHA. “I have trouble with Andre Lacroix of San 
Diego,” says Robbie. ‘“He’s quick and surprisingly strong. 
Sometimes you'll also have trouble with players you don’t see 
too often because you don’t know their style or pattern. Oh, one 
other tough one for me is ‘‘Boydie’’ (teammate Jim Boyd), and 
I’m glad we only face each other in practice.” 

Many coaches assign statisticians to chart the success factor 
of face-offs for their players and sometimes will send a specific 
player out to take an important draw. Sometimes a player will 
forego “playing the puck’’, and will ‘‘play the opponent’s body” 
instead, neutralizing him and allowing a teammate to pick up 
the disc.

One of the more frustrating occurrences in hockey is the shot 
which misses an unprotected or nearly-unprotected goal. The 
frustration is shared by player and fan alike. Shooting the puck 
into the net at such a time appears akin to hitting a golf ball into 
Grand Canyon while teed up on the rim. But such is not the 
case. The puck may be bouncing when the player’s stick makes 
contact. If the shooter is being crowded his arms may be 
impeded so that he cannot follow through. If a player is to shoot 
in these circumstances he generally must shoot quickly, before 
the defending team can recover or before he is checked out of 
play. There isn’t always time to get all of the blade on the puck, 
it may be shot off the heel of the stick or off the end of the 
blade, causing an erratic shot. Curved sticks cause the back- 
hand shot to be inaccurate except in the hands of the most 
skilled players. 

It’s not as easy as it looks! 


Last year Cam Connor used 
a drastically curved blade, 
and here’s a potential goal 
that got away off a back- 
hand attempt after pulling 
the goalie down and out. 


Afotherssource of frustration is the ‘‘one pass too many” 
which happens often in a game. Here the situation is that of two 
or mofe /att@eking players breaking on goal. The puck 
carrier appears to,be in a good position to shoot, yet he elects to 
pass to a teammate. The pass is then intercepted or otherwise 
diverted by a defefiding player, or the pass is too wide of the 
intended receiver ‘and aepotential goal is lost. 


These two Phoenix players 
were frustrated last year 
with “one pass too many”, 
especially as close as they 
were, after seemingly having 
Whaler goalie at their 
mercy. 


The rationale for such a pass may be any of several. The 
pass may provide the teammate with a better angle from which 
to shoot than that afforded the passer. A defensive player may 
be moving in on the puck carrier, or a defending player may be 
in a position to block the shot if the puck-carrier elects to shoot. 
Granted, the “last pass” is often a mistake since it requires a 
good pass as well as the receiving player accepting the pass 
properly, in addition to getting off the good shot. But when the 
play works and a goal is scored the precision of the play-making 
is an enjoyable spectacle. continued on page 22 
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WHA COACH OF 
THE YEAR 


SANDY HUCUL 


FOR SANDY HUCUL, last season’s WHA results were pretty much a 
case of picking up where he left off in the WHA the previous year. 
Almost! 

Hucul’s track record%as player and coach have certainly been 
successful. Coach of the Roadrunners during their final two years in the 
WHL, Sandy led them to two consecutive regular season and post- 
season championships. He alsoycoached the club during the final half of 
the 1969-70 season, producing a.winning record. 

Overall, counting minor“andemajor league coaching seasons, Sandy 
has produced a solid 131-98+24 record, never failing to reach the 
playoffs. 

Sandy arrived in Phoenix in 1967 when pro hockey came to the 
Valley of the Sun from Victoria, B.CIn‘18=pro campaigns, he played 
1147 regular season and 103 playoff games im seven different WHL 
cities. With a reputation for being one ofsthe strongest and hardest 
hitting players in the game, Sandy earned all-star honors six times and 
was voted the WHL’s Outstanding Defenseman twice, including his 
final season, 1971-72. 

The quiet Hucul, a man of deep faith, has proven to.béa leader who 
can inspire his players to greater levels of achievement. 

Recognizing his contributions last winter, the Phoenix Press, Box 
Association voted him ‘‘Coach of the Year’’ for the 1973-74 WHL-4itles 
(reportedly the first time a pro coach had received the honor), and/in 
May he received two similar awards, by The Hockey News and.in the 
WHA players poll. 

Don’t be surprised if he earns similar recognition next May. 


WHA EXECUTIVE 
OF THE YEAR 


WILLIAM H. 
MacFARLAND — 
President 


THERE’S NO QUESTION about last season being among the most 
satisfying experienced by Roadrunner president Bill MacFarland. 

Named to the position officially May 6, 1974, Bill set the wheels in 
motion forming staff, acquiring players and minting one of the most 
successful and exciting franchises in the WHA in only its first season. 

As a result, MacFarland was voted WHA “Executive of the Year” 
by The Sporting News last May, one year after he assumed the 
position. 

The award came as no surprise, since Bill has been accustomed to 
success in his many-faceted career. Chosen to the All-American team 
while playing hockey at the University of Michigan, he was a four-time 
all-star in the WHL and earned MVP honors in 1962. 

While still playing, he read law and passed the Washington state bar 
exam. After retiring as an active player, he took over the dual coaching- 
managing positions with the Totems and went on to cop a pair of post 
season titles. 

In 1970 he left the Totems to practice law full time and in 1971 
became the third and last president of the WHL. 

As rewarding as last season’s honors were, the soft-spoken Road- 
runner president savored more the admiration and respect he received 
from those who worked for and with him. 

MacFarland’s goal this year? Improved success for the franchise 
both on the ice and off, and an even more rewarding season for Phoenix 
hockey fans.

Fans are often puzzled by the causes for the numerous off- 
side calls which interrupt the action. Aside from the offside 
caused by the anxiety of a player to get into the attacking zone, 
offsides result from any of a number of events. An offside may 
be forced when the puck carrier is momentarily impeded by a 
defensive player, causing him to delay a fraction of a second in 
crossing the blue line. Being the fast game that it is, this brief 
delay may not be sufficient for the other attacking players to 
pull up or cut laterally to avoid breaking into the attacking 
zone. Sometimes the puck carrier will change pace to avoid a 
check or to attempt to draw a defending player into a decisive 
action. Again, the fellow attackers may be too quick in crossing 
the blue line, with an offside resulting. 

If the checking at the blue line is stiff, an attacking player 
may not be aware that he has carried himself over the blue line. 
Before he can recover and skate out of the zone the puck may 
cross over the line and the whistle blows once again. 

Part of the fun of being a hockey fan consists of evaluating 
player performance. To the less sophisticated fan, a player who 
is a good body-checker often draws praise, while a more 
talented player who is not a body-checker often may draw 
wrath. The body-check is, to be sure, an important skill, both as 
a strategic move and as an intimidating device. But there is far 
more to the game. A fierce body-check may elicit a roar of 
approval from the crowd, but in some cases it may not have 
been the right move for a given situation. The body-check often 
takes.both players out of the play and results in a loose puck 
which can be played by an opponent. A stick-check, either of 
the sweep» poke, or hook (not to be confused with hooking) 
variety often can accomplish more in breaking up a play than 
can any Numbef of body plays.

Too often fans blame the goalkeeper for the goal that is 
scored. Almost every goal may be said to be the end result of at 
least three mistakes, not including the possible mistake by the 
goaltender. The first mistake occurred in the opponents’ end. 
By some means the opposition was able to clear the puck from 
their defensive end. A goalkeeper can nullify these team errors, 
but it makes his job all the more difficult. 

For all its many facets, hockey is still basically a simple 
game, “put the puck in the net”. Too fast and dynamic to 
permit elaborate and intricate ‘“‘game plans’, the game’s 
spontaneity has much to do with its appeal. With virtually no 
“standing around”’ by participants, 60 minutes of action is 
crowded into every game. Its speed, daring, color, and excite- 
ment provide entertainment that is never static, and can be 
appreciated by the tyro fan as well as the seasoned observer. 

So come along and enjoy it. e

“GUEST SHOT” 


RAY ADDUONO 


IN THE 1970-71 SEASON, Phil Esposito scored a record 152 
points. The hockey world gasped. 

In the 1971-72 season, Ray Adduono had 165 points. The 
following year, 170. It’s doubtful if even his barber knew about 
it. 

Adduono, it seems, was professional hockey’s version of the 
invisible man. Compared to him, Lamont Cranston had a high 
profile. Before last season, that is. 

Since he was old enough to pick up a stick, Ray set scoring 
records wherever he played. Somehow, that never seemed to be 
enough. ; 

“Too small, too slow, can’t skate. I’ve heard them all,” 
sighs the 28-year-old:center for the San Diego Mariners. ‘And 
maybe some other things, I don’t even know about.” 

What he never did hear-was a resonable explanation of how 
he happened to be able to, dovall the things he does while 
laboring under such handicaps. Adduono performed in the 
Eastern League, the Central League, the American League and 
the North American Hockey League as well as in juniors. In 
each place, he scored. In several, he.made all-star teams. 

But in none, apparently, did he make ansimpression. The 
trail always led back to Syracuse, N.Y., and another year with 
the Syracuse Blazers, until last season when he/stuck with San 
Diego. 

“T would go to major league training camps (mostly with 
the Boston Bruins) and they would use me to play against the 
big boys until the big boys got in shape,” he recalls. “Then I 
would be gone.” 

The National League expanded, then expanded again. The 
World Hockey Association was formed. Still, Adduono stayed 
at Syracuse. From 1969 through 1973, he was the highest scorer 
in all pro hockey. Ray logged 570 points, an average of 143 per 
season. During the same span, breaking every NHL scoring 
record, Esposito averaged 129. 

But Phil Esposito is 6-3, weighs 220 pounds and covers 
ground in awesome strides. Adduono is 5-9, 160 and skates only 
fast enough to get where he’s going at the right time. 

“The guy never had a real chance until last year,” says 
Mariner Coach Ron Ingram. ‘He would go to a training camp 
knowing there was no way he was going to make the team.” 

As we said, until last year. Prior to the Mariner’s training 
camp in 1974, Ingram and then-coach Harry Howell had a long 
talk with Ray. A center spot on the roster was his if he 
produced. 

Adduono reacted. In the team’s first public appearance, an 
intrasquad scrimmage, he scored a hat trick. In a 3-0 victory 
over Vancouver, he scored one goal and set up another. 

‘‘When I came here, I was worried about how my skating 
would be. I didn’t expect to score a goal because passing is my 
game,” he says. 

“But when Ron and Harry told me my situation, I relaxed 
and everything sort of fell in place. I wanted to play here bad. I 
figured this chance with San Diego was probably my last shot at 
the ‘big apple’ if I didn’t make good.” 

Well, if 74 points mean anything, Ray did make good. He 
potted 15 goals last season, added 59 points and helped Norm 
Ferguson and Gene Peacosh to their finest major league 
seasons ever. All in all, his line accounted for 222 points. And in 
playoff action he was the Mariners’ top scorer with five goals, 
nine assists in 10 games. 

Phoenix knows him well. He scored San Diego’s first goal 
vs. the. Roadrunners last year and finished the season with three 
goals, four assists in six games. 

Yes, indeed, not a bad effort for a fellow who for years 
carried the reputation for being “‘too slow, too small and can’t 
skate.”

They Found What 
They Were Seeking

ERNIE WAKELY FOUND Christ just around the 
corner, although it was a long search. 

Joe Daley found Him just/across the room. The 
introduction was made by Wakely. 

Wakely, of course, is the much-traveled goal- 
tender of the San Diego Mariners»Daley tends the 
nets for the Winnipeg Jets. 

They are former Winnipeg teammates. ‘and 
roommates. 

Ernie and his wife, Sharon, were not ledto the 
Christian life. ‘‘We just found it by attending a 
particular church.” 

‘When we left St. Louis (of the National 
League) for Winnipeg (of the World Hockey 
Association) we were searching for some meaning 
to our lives and we didn’t know where to begin. We 
knew there had to be something more to life than 
what we had. What we had was money and so on 
but that doesn’t always necessarily supply happiness 
and peace and joy.” 

They began checking out the churches in 
Winnipeg and where they wound up was the last one 
they tried, “‘just around the corner from our house.” 

Wakely converted Daley by example and not by 
preaching to him, but by responding to Daley’s 
needs and queries. 

It became increasingly obvious to Daley over a 
couple of years that Wakely had something he 
didn’t. An inner peace. 

“T think that was the approach that seemed to 
work best with him, not push it on him. If I had 
pushed it on him I could have turned him away. It 
was quite rewarding to see another individual turn 
to Christ.” 

Accepting Christ has changed Ernie’s life. 

‘I don’t become as frustrated ... He can give 
you the peace and joy even in the difficult times... 
He can give you that kind of upper feeling when 
you’re in a down situation.” 

There was a down situation early last season. 

“T went virtually from training camp until the 
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time I was traded (mid-season) and I was in five 
games. I wasn’t playing and there were times that I 
got kind of down and depressed. When our Bible 
study group got together, they asked me to give a 
personal testimony. 

“I kind of related my own problems and we 
went through prayer that night and on the way to 
the rink the next day, this passage came to my 
mind.” 

(St. Luke 22:42) Saying, Father, if thou be 
willing, remove this cup from me: nevertheless not 
my will, but thine, be done. 

“I think that was very important at that time 
because I was going through this situation and I 
didn’t want to go through it but He was trying to tell 
me, ‘Just let me handle the situation, just relax and 
let it go and.I’ll handle the problem.’ 

“I did and, of course, it was taken care of and it 
turned out quité well, but at the time, it always 
looks bleak.” 

Wakely was tradedsto the San Diego Mariners, 
who were in need of. the.35-year-old’s services. 

“Getting Ernie turnéd.the whole season around 
for us,” says San Diego’s..general manager and 
coach, Ron Ingram. ‘Hes sa major league 
goaltender and our goaltending was a little 
suspect.” 

The Mariners, picked by many=to finish last in 
the WHA West, came on with a 9-l-lrecord over 
the last 11 games, even though seven of them were 
on the road, to take second place. 

There was no immediate change in the Wakelys’ 
lives. 

“It wasn’t the band playing or the cymbals 
clashing,’’ said Ernie, ‘“‘It may be that way for some 
people. It instantaneously seems to change their 
lives. “T think, though, for most people it’s a 
day-by-day growing. Every day, something happens 
and you grow over the years. People see. You may 
not see the difference yourself so much because 
you’re going through the day-by-day process but

THIS IS WHAT the fuss and turmoil of the six-month 
season is all about, a magnificently conceived, designed 
and crafted artifact that in its current form stands 3%-feet 
high and weighs 75 pounds. 

The WHA's championship trophy was designed for 
AVCO by well-known Canadian artist, Donald W. Murphy, 
senior vice-president and creative director of Vickers & 
Benson Advertising Ltd. 

The design construction of the Avco Cup encom- 
passed many problems, the largest of which was the 
globe floating in lucite. The lucite acted as a lens which 
diffused the light and affected the apparent shape of the 
globe. The problem wasafinally corrected after four 
separate castings of the lucite. 

The only metal compatible withylucite is silver-plated 
Britannia, and while the globe appears to be three and a 
half inches in diameter, it actually fs five inches high, three 
inches wide. 

The final product was silversmithed by Henry Birk & 
Sons of Canada at a cost of approximately $8,000. Design 
fee for the trophy was about $5,000.
